TECHNICAL EDUCATION FOR WOMEN.

“Stacy,” the Washington correspondent of the
Woman's Journal, writes of the recent Senatorial
debate on the bill to establish colleges for indus-
trial and technies! edueation :

Buggestions for industrial edueation come
largely tmn? the newer States of the West and
from the South. The amendment of Senator
Morgan, of Alsbama, was especially interesting
as coming from that section that has been used to
most conservative idens concerning the sphere of
women. He pro *to require each State and
Territory to establish in said eolleges, schools for
the Instruction of females in such branches of
technical edueation as are suitable to their sex.”
Mr. Jones, of Florida, objected mildly that this
‘bill was mainly important as a means of “enlight-
€ning that portion of the American people who
were intrusted with the duties and powers of gov-
ernment,” and that its value wuulcr?pe weakened
“by taking away this fund from the education of
the male portion of our population and devoting it
to the education of females,” Mr. Morgan re-
sponded in a manner worthy of the once-famed
chivalry of the South. Said he: “I do pot think
we shall ever have any men in this country who
are worth anything, unless they have good moth-
€rs, If I wanted to improve the stock of the
Ameriean people, I should address my efforts first
to the improvement of their mothers. I think I
sheuld be able to secure a much better develop-
went through the education and improvement of
ihe women of this land, than could possibly be
done by bestowing all we could possibly accumu-
Iate on the Lieads of the men of the present gener-
ation. * * We have a great many well-edu-
<sted, thoroughly-trained, beauntifully-accom-
plishied women in the United States, who ought
10 have the means of supporting themselves
almost to an equal degree with the wisest and
strongest and best-tutored men in the land = »

without the necessity of being compelled to follow
after some drunken fellow who ealls her wife, and |
taking at his hands what he may be disposed to |
bLestow upon her as a gratuity or as an act of char- |
itv. Mr, President, we shall not have even the
men of this country thoroughly well educated,
and imbued with genuine, manly principles, until
means are provided whereby the women cuu live.

Look at the erowids of elezant Iadies who come
here from ull parts of the United States for the
purpose of getting employment in the Govern-
mrent departments. 'We ought to provide for
them in some other way than by putting them
upon tue mercy of politicians, * * Th very
influx of these ladies proves some serious infinn-
fty in the very groundwork of our educational
systemn' >
